PRIEST IS DEAD AND 
TWO MORE WILL DIE 


Shooting Done by Employee of 
Dominion Immigration 
Department, 


Vancouver, Sept. 7.—Beham_ Singh, 
Sikh priest, was killed, and eight Sighs 
wounded, two of whom will 
probably die, in a shooting affray 
which took place in the holy precincts 
of the Sikh temple at Kitsilano, a resi- 
dential section of the city, Saturday 
night. The shooting was done by Bela 
Singh, a Hindu in the employ of the 
dominion immigration department, and 
is but another chapter of the factional 
war that has been raging ever since 
the immigration official denied the 
right of entry to the Hindus who came 
from Shanghai on board the Komagata 
Maru last May. Two men prominent 
in assisting the government at that 
time were found dend last week, one 
with his throat cut, while the other 
was shot last Thursday night. 

About 40 Sikhs had gathered in the 
temple Saturday night to pray for the 
soul of Argan Singh, who was shot. 
Rela Singh entered the place, and dur- 
ing the encantanations, it Is said that 
threats were made against his life, He 
sprang to his feet, drew two automatic 
revolvers from his pockets and com- 
menced to shoot.

London, Sept. 7.— (11:45 p.m.) —A Reuter despatch from Os- 
fend says: ‘In a fierce fight on Saturday near Thisalt (Belgium), the 
Germansslost 3,000 men.

Still Marching South East. 

London, Sept. 7,—(3.50 a.m,.)—A despatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company from Paris says: “It is officially announced here 
that the German right wing continues to go further away from Paris 
and is still proceeding with the movement towards the southeast com- 
menced by it two days ago. The announcement adds that rd- 
ing to the latest information the German troops have evacuated the 
region of Compiegne and Senlis.” 

Enemy Driven Back. 

London, Sept. 7.—The official information bureau made public 
today a summary of the situation in France.

The allied armies rdetanding the. roads to Paris have again come into con- 
tact with the German right wing on the banks of the river Grand Morin, which 
runs east and west somewhat south of the Paris line. 

An official statement issued by the French war office says that the allies 
advanced, the troops came into touch with German forces which seem to be 
covering on the river Ourcq, towards the southwest, the movement of the main 
body of the German right wing and a small engageraent resulted in an ad- 
vantage to the French. 

The town of Maubeuge, where, it is reported British troops are assisting 
the French garrison, is said to be still resisting the German assault. 

From Berlin by way of Amsterdam comes the report that the Germans 
are attacking the forts at Nancy and that Emperor William and the general 
staff are watching the operations. 

The British war information bureau has issved a long statement of the oper- 
ations of tne British army during the past week and in addition a list of British 
casualties which shows a total of more than 15,000 men up to September 1. 

The statement which is based on a report from Field Marshall Sir John 
French, commander of the British forces at the front, speaks highly of the spirit 
of the British soldiers and their achievements. It declares that while the Brit- 
ish losses are heavy they are not one-third of the losses inflicted by the British 
troops on the Germans. The statement closes with a call for more men. 

Berlin reports that 3,000 British prisoners have reached Doberitz. 

A bombardment was begun of the fortifications at Cattaro, an Austro- 
Hungarian sea port by the French fleet and advices from Cettinie claim the 
Montenegrin troops have defeated the Austrians at Boljanitz in Herzegovinia. 

France is calling out the 1913 recruits and in this way will add 250,000 
men to her forces within a few months. 

The German reichstag, represented by members of all parties, has prom- 
ised its full support to whatever measures the minister of marine deems 
necessary. Appropriations will be made for the replacement of the ships 
which have been lost and to carry out the program of construction already ar- 
ranged. 

The British steamer Runo, of the Wilson line, with hundreds of passengers 
aboard has foundered in the North sea after striking a mine. Most of those 
aboard were saved. 

Russian official announcements describe a strong offensive movement against 
the Austrians on September 4. The 45th Austrian regiment of infantry sur- 
rendered, 1600 men being taken. German troops marching to the aid of the 
Austrians were attacked but the result of these operations has not been made 
known.

Few Days Ago it Seemed Impossible to Avert Tragedy, Says War 
Correspondent—Obsessed with Idea that Enemy Would Attack 
City from the East, French, it Is Said, Made Almost Fatal Error, 
but This Has Now Been Rectificd—Describes Awful Scencs ff 
when Refugees Left Gay City—

NUT TO CRACK; ATTEMPT

Unexpected Swing of the Teutons Ascertained Promptly by British 


Aeroplanes and Allies Lines Immediately adjusted—Flanks Are| 


Now Protected by the Fortresses of Paris which Is Considered 
Decided Advantage—Stated by Rome Paper that 250,000 
Russians Are Now in France Ready to Attack Kaiser’s Men 
on the Rear. 


London, Sept. 8. (9:40 a.m.)—The public is wailing, breath- 
less, with the hope that the allies have finally taken the offensive, 
but the cautious tone of the official communications issued from 
France indicate that the forward movement of the allies is only a 
feeler to ascertain the reason for the strange eastward swing of the 
German right. 

No matter, however, what the forward movement may mean, 
a decisive battle cannot be long postponed. Meantime, the western 
valley of the Seine, recently overrun by Germans, has been cleared 
of the enemy and has been given a breathing spell. The unex- 
pected swing of the Germans has caused a readjustment of the 
lines of the allies. The movement of the Germans was ascertained 
so promptly by the aeroplanes of ihe allies that abundant time was 


given for the shift. 
Ranks Are Reinforced 

li is evident that the Germans now have, before the front of 
their wedge-like advance, the veterans ot the-allies’ left wing, which 
underwent a terrific battering along the Franco-Belgian border. The 
ranks of these Franco-British forces haye been reinforced and the 
losses have been replaced. 3 

Another advantage enjoyed by the allies Is the fact that their 
flanks are protected by the great fortresses of Paris and Verdun 
while in the German rear, Maubeuge is still held by the French 
despite the fall of three of its fortresses, In the eastern,war theater, 
General Ruszky’s “Stonewall Jackson” tactics have been checked by 
the strong fortress of Przemysl but this delay will not prevent the 
general forward movement of the Russian forces along the border 
trom Tilsit to Lemberg. 

The Russians consider it necessary, however, to capture Przmysi 
eo that the Austriaas may not have a single stronghold in Galicia. 
Russians Advancing Rapidly

forces on the east and south, Paris is 
thus left out of account for the tima 
being, but it depends upon issues of 
the next few days whether the present 
peril will be averted from it by tha 
immense army now protecting it. 

I believe th spirit of our own troops 
and thir French comrades is so splen- 
did that with their new strength they 
will be equal to that formidable attack, 

Nothing certainly Is being left to 
chance. For miles around Paris 
trenches are being dug in the yards 
and little sectional trenches on tha 
broad roads of France, first one on 
this side of the way and then on an- 
other, 80 that a motor car travelling 
along the road has to drives in a ser.

There was feverish activity on the 
west side of the Paris fortifications 
when I passed between St. German 
and St. Denis.

I looked back at the beauty of Paris, 
all golden in the light of the setting 
sun, with its glinting spires and white 73 
gleaming palaces, rays of light flash- ae 
ing in front of the golden trophies of 
its monuments, Paris still unbroken (ig 
No shell had come shattering into this § 
city of splendor, and I thanked heaven Bam 
that for a little while the peril hed & 
passed.
